And to theſe three Ends, as Matters of 
Policy ſubordinate, the Court- Leet hath Pow- 
er to call upon the Pledges that are to be ta- 
ken of the good Behaviour of the Reſiants 
that are not Tenants, and to inquire of all 
Defaults of Officers, as Conſtables, Ale-Ta- 
ters, and the like; and likewiſe for the 
Choice of Conſtables, (as was ſaid.)

Grand Leet granted over to Subjects, but yet 
is ſtill the King's Court.

4. To the fourth, They be Men (as is now 
uſed) of inferiour, yea, of baſe Condition, 
which 1s a meer Abuſe, or Degenerating 
from the firſt Inſtitution : For the Petty 
Conſtables in Towns ought ro be of the 
better Sort of Reſiants in the ſaid Town, 
ſave that they ought not to be aged or 
ſickly Men, but Men of able Bodies in Re- 


ſpe& of the keeping Watch, and Toil of their 
Places, 


Neither ought they to be in any Man's 
Livery. And the High Conſtable ought to be 
of the ableſt of Freeholders, and of the moft 
ſubſtantial Sort of Yeomen, next to the De- 
gree of Gentlemen: But they ought to be 
ſuch as are not ineumbered with any other 
Office, as Mayor of the Town, Under-Sheriff, 
Bailiff, Ec. 


5. To the fifth, They have no Allowance,

To the ſeventh, The Authority of the 
Conſtables, as it is ſubſtantive, and of ir ſelf, 
and aſtricted to the Warrants and Commands 
of the Juſtices of Peace; ſo again, it is ori- 
ginal or additional : For either it was given 
them by the Common Laws, or elſe annexed 

y divers Statutes : And as for ſubordinate 
Power, wherein the Conſtable 1s only to ex- 
ecute the Commandment of the Juſtices of 
Peace, and likewiſe the additional Power, 
which is given by divers Statutes, it is hard 
to comprehend them in any Brevity, for that 
they do correſpond to the Office and Autho- 
rity of the Juſtices of Peace, which 1s very 
large, and are created by the Branches of ſe- 
veral Statutes, which are Things of divers 
and diſperſed Natures. Bur for the Original 
and ſubſtantive Power of a Conſtable, it may 
be reduced to three Heads... 


1. For Matter of Peace only.

3. For Matter of Nuſance and Diſorder, 
although they be not accompanied with 
Violence or Breach of Peace. 


For pacifying of Quarrels begun, the Con- 
ſtables may, upon hot Words given, or 
Likelihood of Breach of Peace to enſue, 
command them, in the King's Name, to 
keep the Peace, and to depart and forbear ; 
and ſo he may, where an Affray is made, part 
the ſame, and keep the Parties aſunder, and 
arreſt and commit the Breakers of the Peace,

For Puniſhment of Breach of the Peace 
paſt, the Law is very ſparing in giving any 


Power or Authority to Conſtables, becauſe he

Miſchief, than. for puniſhing of Offences :: 
For, in that Part he is rather to execute the 
Warrants of the Juſtices ; or when ſudden

and carry them before the Juſtices of Peace, 
and generally to impriſon in like Caſes of Ne- 
ceſſity, where the Caſe will not endure the 
preſent Carrying of the Party before the juſ- 
tices. | And thus much for Matter of 
the Pcace.

King's Majeſty's Name: For it is not the 
Staff which makes the Conſtable, but the Of- 
fiee which he is ſworn unto : And therefore he 
may command in his Majeſty's Name an 
Perſon or Perſons to go along, aid and aſſiſt 
nim in and upon all Occaſions : For while 
his Majeſty and his Miniſters of Quality take
